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Independents Fight Chain Stores 






“If your merchants are good advertisers, alert and aggressive, 
if they keep your paper well filled with advertising and the right 
kind of advertising, we haven’t a chance on earth to compete 
with them,” said an official of a great chain store system at the 
National Editorial association meeting at Memphis, Tenn. “We 
don’t go into such towns with stores when we can go into a town 
where the merchants do not advertise or where their advertising 
is very light. We follow the line of least resistance. I don’t 
mind telling you this because there are thousands of such towns 
where we haven’t stores now and where we will have stores 
eventually.” 


“We went into a town in Indiana 
There were two weekly newspapers || 
there and neither of them carried much advertising. We made a 
contract with both of them and the merchants protested. They 
made life miserable for the editors. They told me about it ana 
finally I told them to tell the merchants that our store would 
never have been located in that town if the merchants them- 
selves hadn’t by their attitude toward advertising, virtually given 
vs an open invitation to come into the town. We know what 
the situation is in every field. We go over the newspapers care- 
fully. If they seem to be alive and bright and full of snappy 
advertising, we pass them up, because we can go into the so- 
called dead towns preferably and capture 75 per cent of the 
business of our line in that town. Rather brutal? Well, maybe, 
put we go on the general principle that if we don’t do it some- 
one else: will eventually. I don’t want to leave the impression 
that we don’t go into the live towns. We do. But we don't 
commence to do as large a percentage of business in proportion 
to population as we do in the so-calied dead towns. There is 
more profit to be made in such towns than in the live towns 
in the latter the competition is fierce.”

Advertising is the best protection the independent merchant 
has against the chain store. In fact, it is about the only protec- 
tion he has. Along these lines it might be of interest to know 
that a town not a thousand miles from here is now paying the 
penalty of not advertising, by being a veritable hotbed of chain 
stores. There are shoe chains, dry goods chains, meat market 
chains, department store chains, grocery chains, and clothing store 
The merchants in that town were poor advertisers and 
had been for years. Today the bulk of the space in that news- 
paper is bought by chain stores. They use thousands upon thous- 
ands of inches of advertising.
